We frequently 
hear 
the com­ 
plaint that Bryan people will not 
purchase home .supplies from the 
country people. 
Undoubt* dly this 
is true not only in Bryan, but in 
most other places, and may be ac­ 
counted for by the fact that most 
people 
“ want 
what 
they 
want 
when they want it.” 
Now I am not a farm er, but 
have bought and sold goods for a 
living. 
There are two essentials 
to 
success,— proper 
buying and 
proper selling. 
These two factors 
are based on a correct knowledge 
of the things people want and are 
willing to pay for. 
A man may go 
into the 
northern 
m arket 
and 
make a good buy so far as 
lump 
price is concerned by taking all 
sizes, kinds and numbers of suits, 
shoes, etc., but when he brings the 
goods to Bryan he finds that only 
certain styles, sizes, etc., are want­ 
ed by the purchaser. 
Tile result 
is that the undesirables must bt 
sacrificed or destroyed and the de­ 
sirables must be sold at such a 
price as to cover the cost of hand­ 
ling the undesirables. 
A man do­ 
ing business on such a basis gen­ 
erally fails. 
This accounts for the 
fact that there is about as large or 
larger percentage of failures in 
business than there is in farm ing. 
Only those who play 
the 
game 
properly survive. 
Man after man fails at a cer­ 
tain location. 
Finally one comes 
along and succeeds. 
Investigation 
will show that he learned the class 
of people who passed this location 
and found out what they were will­ 
ing to pay for. 
He then proceded 
to make a good buy of the things; 
they wanted. 
Next came service 
and proper advertising 
and the 
trick was turned. 
It seems to me that the same 
thing should apply to farming. The 
farm er is a business man, or he 
should be. 
He has a much larger j 
investment than many merchants^ 
However, farm ing has become top-' 
heavy from a multiplicity of effort 
in production, and not sufficient 
effort in proper m arketing even1 
from a local standpoint, especially 
on a small scale to neighbors. 
I walked into a store one day 
and heard a farm er complaining 
to a m erchant about the price he 
paid him for some sweet potatoes 
and comparing the price with the 
sale price. 
The m erchant said: 
“Came with me.” 
He took him to 
the back part of the store and 
showed him a bunch of strings, 
oversizes, and 
undesirable pota­ 
toes from the customers' 
stand­ 
point. 
“ Now,” said the merch-

He says: 
When I was some years young­ 
er than I am, carpenters and brick­ 
layers and teachers and lawyers 
were pointed out who, on earnings 
of something like 
$1200 a year, 
had become the owners of houses 
and flats and terraces. 
A pparent­ 
ly the possession of solid, substan­ 
tial, income-paying property has 
gone out of style with the th rift 
that made such ownership possible. 
It seems to the casual observer 
that we were one a more stable 
financial equilibrium 
when 
we 
earned four dollars a day or $2.50 
a day, than, now, when we earn 
three or four tim es as much. 
Yes; but altogether. It is to be 
remembered th at in tim es when 
thrift gives the right of way to 
conveniences and pleasures, a man 
cannot save money every day. A 
great change has come to women 
and children in the past fifty, ev­ 
en forty, years.

We dare say that

But the present 
generation will not have things 
that way.

bandry of the Texas A. and M. 
College, lecture on the importance 
and advantage of organizing pure­ 
bred 
bull 
asssociations 
in 
the 
communities of the county as the 
most economical 
and 
intelligent 
way of increasing milk production, 
so as to further and more com­ 
pletely develop the dairy industry 
of the county and place it on a 
profitable and perm anent basis. 
The me ting was called by W. 
S. Childress, county agent, follow­ 
ing a careful survey of the coun­ 
ty, after an appraisem ent of the 
sentim ent of 
the 
citizens 
was 
made. 
Representative farm ers of 
ten or more communities and the 
keenest kind of interest was man­ 
ifested. 
Dairy I mportanc® 
Professor 
Grout, 
principal 
speaker 
and 
co u n cilo r 
of the 
meeting explained at length the 
extrem e im portance and 
advan­ 
tage of good milch cows to the 
farm ers— how they may easily be 
made valuable and profitable by 
proper care, feeding 
and 
breed­ 
ing. 
He stressed with force the 
importance of good breeding, how 
by importing purebred bulls 
into 
the county the dairy cows of the 
county could be bred up economi­ 
cally and the production of milk 
greatly increased. 
He spoke con-

vincingly 
and 
showed 
beyond 
a doubt, how the production of 
milk in the offspring of even the 
grade cows of the country could 
be more than 
doubled 
in 
tho 
course of a short time, by breed­

In order to illustrate, he 
cited that the offspring of just an 
ordinary cow that ordinarily pro­ 
duces on an average of 150 pounds 
e t butter fat a year could be made 
to produce double, or 300 pounds 
a year by breeding that cow to a 
tested purebred bull. 
He further 
showed that where that method of 
breeding was continued 
in 
the 
county 
i n d e f i n i t e l y 
that all the 
dairy cows of the county could 
eventually be made the 
highest 
kind of producers.

Safe milk supplies should be one 
of the first considerations of any 
town or city, according to Dr. J. 
C. Anderson, state health officer, 
who stresses the necessity of safe 
milk in lessening the typhoid men­ 
ace in safeguarding 
babies 
and 
children from such intestinal trou­ 
bles as diarrhea and dysentery. 
“For several years,” Dr. Ander­ 
son stated, "milk sanitation has 
been on? of the m ajor activities 
of the state board of health, and 
it has been successful in secur 
ing the adoption by 28 municipali­ 
ties of the standard milk ordinance 
recommended by the United States 
Public Health Service. 
This or­ 
dinance is the best insurance of 
safe milk and every town should 
have it.” 
How th® Typhoid Germ Is 
T r a n sm itted 
As milk is a favorable medi­ 
um for multiplication of germ life 
more care should be exercised in 


it.- handling than any other ar­ 
ticle in order to keep it free of 
disease producing 
germs. 
Some 
of the ways by which the germs of 
typhoid as well as other diseases 
may gain entrance into milk are: 
By milkers or milk handlers who 
are “carriers.” 
By flies that have had access to 
insanitary closets or sewage. 
By washing milk vessels with 
contaminated water. 
By unwashed udders of cows. 
Pasteurization 
If your town does not have the 
standard milk ordinance and you 
are in doubt as to the safeness of 
your milk supply, practice safety 
first and Pasteurize it before us­ 
ing. 
This can be done at home by 
keeping milk at a temperature of 
142 degrees F. for 30 minutes. 
This precludes the possibility of 
typhoid infection as no 
typhoid 
epidemic has ever been traced to 
a Pasteurized milk supply.”

ly-

Yorktown church at Yorktown 
enjoys an enviable position stand­ 
ing as it does on an elevation al­ 
most fifty feet above the Y'ork riv­ 
e r and 250 or 300 feet from the 
water.
